Ju ly ha* more to look forward to than firecracker«, *un- 


hathinyj, and *uch sundry delight* a* mowing the lawn and 
scratching chigger bites. Ju lv i* the month the summer tele­ 
vision shows premier— and some of these series « ill go on to 
become the best offerings of future regular seasons. One 
such series may well be “ Make Y o u r Own Kind of Music,” 
which has been scheduled to make its entrance Ju ly 20, from 
8 to d in the evening over N B C . 
The hosts of the show will be the Carpenters, an out-of- 


the-ordinary group. It is a “ fam ily" singing group, but with­ 
out the syrup-sweetness of so many such groups. The C ar­ 
penters are brother and sister, Richard Carpenter, 24, and 
sister Karen, 21. They are both exceptionally attractive, and 
they seem to appeal to people of all ages. The appeal, for­ 
tunately, goes beyond their long hair, neat but decidedly un­ 
conventional outfits, and wry humor. It extends to their 
voices. 
Probably it was the older generations that were first 


drawn to the soothing sounds of the Carpenters, but as soon 
a* their music was played generally on the radio and on 
home stereos, they were enthusiastically welcomed by teen­ 
agers and college students. The Carpenter sound is excep­ 


tionally soothing. They have the ability to blend their voices 
into effects that seem to belong to far more people, but they 
are also effective as solo entertainers, with the one who is 
not singing providing accompaniment. For such young sing­ 
ers, their voices arc am aringly mature and polished. But 
then, they started early. 
Richard, particularly, has always been a serious music 


student. As a small boy he studied piano and majored in 
music in college. Karen, too, has always had an extremely 
keen interest in music. She participated in the band while 
in high school, and plays drums today. 
For several years, the Carpenters had an unsuccessful 


contract with R C A records. It was unsuccessful, because 
they were bucking the established “ rock-group trend.' First 
it was the English rock groups, and then the hard-rock per­ 
formers with their musical acid trips. This type of sound 
was far removed from the easy-to-hear sound of the C ar­ 
penter*. W h ile they won nine trophies in the Hollywood 
Bow l Battle of the Bands in 1**65, the world was not listen­ 
ing to music to he listened to fight then, and Richard and 
Karen were fighting a trend 
T h e y’ve been doing it all their lives. W h en they were 


growing up in New H aven, Conn. Richard was the only 


blond child in blocks— the neighborhood was predominately 
Italian, and almost everyone, including his sister, Karen had 
black hair. H e was certainly the only blonde boy who was 
taking piano lessons. And to make worse, hr was the only 
blond boy taking piano lessons who wore glasses. H r now 
jokes that his parents got a special rate by buying his glass­ 
es by the dozen. H ard ly a week went by that some neigh­ 
borhood bully wouldn't break the “ sissy's” glasses. 
Fortunately, as the young singers entered their teens, the 


fam ily moved to California. Suddenly, there was nothing un­ 
usual about being English, blond, or musical — in fact, it 
was die only w'.y to be! Richard began performing profes­ 
sionally when he was 16, and three years later, Karen be­ 
gan performing with him. 
If being blond, English, and musical was good for C ali­ 
fornia, the type of music was not California was the van­ 
guard of the psychedelic, blow-vour-mind culture, and mu­ 
sic was no exception. 
The beautiful brother and sister 


formed s>veral musical groups only to have each end in 
disappointment. So did an R C A recording contract. 
Richard and Karen had verv definite ideas about the 


prevailing life-style in California, and these views were not 
calculated to win. them anv devoted followers among the 


Yo uth in the News—Pla nning Ahea d to Fa ll 


teens. In fact, today, some teens are turned off by the C ar­ 


penter's wholesomeness, but not peachy attitude toward 


matters which concern all of the young today. As Richard 


says, he turns on with his music, and nothing else; Karen 


feels the same way. I hey also believe in marriage, and many 


of the other institutions rejected by others their age. 
Their big break came through Herb Alpert and his A 
Si M recording company, which believed in their sound 
enough to produce and heavily publicize their first records 
for the label This resulted in not onlv hit singles such as 
Clove to You, For A ll W e Know, end Rain Days and M on­ 
days, but also a hit album. Offering. 
Then came the Cirammv award, and now, the television 


show . . . Make Y o u r O w n Kind of Music will feature more 
of the kind of music Carpenter fans like— smooth, soothing, 
but never bland. O f course. Herb Alpert will be a frequent 
guest— along with :.uch middle-of-the-road musicians as the 
Doodletown Pipers and A I H irt, 
The success of the Carpenters is one indication of the 


growing maturity of the general popular music audiences. 
Singers and entertainers mint now offer talent, in addition 
to magnetism and showmanship.

Chem ical additives are much less expensive than the real thing so that the manufac­ 
turers usually take the path of least resistance to higher profits. Consequently, the majority 
of cheaper prepacked (especially V2 gallon and gallon) ice creams are synthetic from start to 
finish.

3. you might com prom ise by buying a more expensive, better quality brand where 
chemicals and synthetics are kept at a minimum. A rule of thumb is never to buy 
ice cream labeled 'artificially flavored' or 'artificially colored', and to avoid so 
called ice cream 'bargains'.
